ENERGY VALUE OF 
TALK. : : 


100 YEARS’ SPEECH TO BOIL A 
CUP OF TEA. 


At an ordinary meeting of the Irish Centre 
of Electrical Engineers, held in the Physical 
Laboratory, Trinity College, Dublin, last 
night, Mr. T. J. Monaghan, B.Sc., chairman 
for the current session, delivered an address 
on the subject of ‘ Efficient Communication,”’ 
both electrical and general. 

Mr. L. J. Kettle, the outgoing chairman, 
who presided at the opening of the meeting, 
said that Mr. Monaghan, the new chairman, 
was a very able engineer, and a man whose 
work reflected, and would reflect, very great 
credit on the country. 

Mr. Monaghan, having traced the import- 
ance to civilisation of rapid and accurate 
means of communication of intelligence, 
pointed out that in speech the energy values 
involved were very small. The human voice, 
he said, was the most influential instrument 
in the world; yet it had been calculated that 
a man would have to talk continuously for a 
hundred years before he would give off, as 
sound, enough energy which, used in the form 
of heat, would be needed to boil water for 
a cup of tea. 

He went on to point out that engineers as 
a class did not exert the influence that they 
should in non-technical matters. The engi- 
neer’s training taught him to be an accurate 
observer of facts, a good judge of the pro- 
bable trend of the uncertain factors in a 
problem, and an impartial weigher of alterna- 
tives—qualities useful in many of life’s pro- 
blems other than the engineering ones. 

As between him and an ordinary layman, 
the engineer asked merely that he should be 
judged by the results. It was not necessary 
for the layman to understand engineering. 
bunt it was necessary for him to understand 
the engineer. 

The proceedings terminated with a vote of 
thanks to the outgaing chairman, Mr. L. J. 
Kettle, for the valuable services which he had 
rendered to the institution during his two 
years’ of office.

They also take a deep interest in the 
h of their children, and, if they do 
not look well, the doctor must see them 
im case they are developing fever or one 
of the new diseases about which there is 
so much talk in the newspapers nawadays. 
The discussions in the hall or waiting- 
room before the arrival of the doctor are 
conducted with great solemnity. One 
elderly lady who has “been in and out of 
dispensaries on and off for the last forty 
years ” is considered a great authority on 
diseases. Her own complaint, it seems, 
has baffled: the best brains of all the 
doctors that ever came to the district, and 
some of ‘the doctors had written over to 
London asking for advice about this 
strange illness, and they could not find 
out anything about it at all.” However,

In the country they 
have great faith in the poor man’s plasier 
as a cure for a pain in the back. 

Unfortunately, it frequently happens 
that the people who are really in need of 
medical attention do not come to the dis- 
pensary until it is too late. Many 
tragedies could be averted if young men 
and women sought medical advice as soon 
as they felt off colour. Some of them only 
attend for treatment when they are in the 
last stages of tuberculosis. If they had 
heen examined in time. the disease might 
have been checked by prompt preventive 
treatment.

Another famous Cork artist 
was Daniel Maclise, who was also elected 
an Academician: in fact, he was at one 
time offered the presidency of the Royal 
Academy, but this offer he refused. Two 
more Cork artists were the miniature- 
ainters Buck, the brothers Adam and 
rederick, but more particularly the 
former. who exhibited frequently in the 
Royal Academy, and who is remembered 
for his excellent work on ‘‘ Paintings on 
Greek Vases,’’ which he illustrated with 
over one hundred of his own engravings. 

A contemporary of Daniel Maclise’s was 
the humorous and witty Father Prout, 
who wrote the well-known “ Bells of 
Shandon.” His “ Reliques’’ were illus- 
trated by Maclise. The patriot poet, 
Thomas Davis, also was a Corkman. 


A Lucky Cargo. 


A friend tells me that motoring along 
the quays of a little seaport in the South 
the other day he was surprised to see a 
schooner loading what must be a rather 
unusual cargo.

Napoleon‘s 
mother was an old woman of seventy-one, 
and even the most indomitable old ladies of 
seventy-one do not lead revolutions. There 
were his brothers and sisters, whom he had 
pompano on to half the thrones of 
surope. There was not much hope 
of Joseph. ;. Lucien had played his 
part in hi brother’s career: in 
1799, Napoleon would never have got through 
without Lucien’s steady nerve to help him: 
hs had played an active. intelligent part 
during the second reign. Now he was living 
quietly in Italy, hoping no one would re- 
member his real name was Bonaparte. Louis 
was, perhaps, the most dismal failure the 
family had produced; nearly everything that 
happened to Louis happened almost against 
his will. Almost the only time he got his 
way was when he abdicated the throne of 
Holland, and started on the composition of an 
extremely bad novel. He was living in 
Florence as a gentleman of culture. Then 
there was Jerome, the youngest brother, the 
King of Westphalia. But Jerome had had 
all the thrones he wanted, and he was living 
quietly at Trieste. ; 


THEIR SUPPORTERS. 
That was the Bonaparte team in 1821. What 


about their supporters? There were the old 
soldiers who would remember the names and 
the glory of the First Empire. 
that they were not very ready to go with 
the peaceful trade of being old soldiers. 
There was very little Bonapartism burning 
among the officers of the higher command ; 
many of them were settled in the Bourbon 
Government. If anything was to happen it 
was to come from the younger generation.

You cannot have a clergyman 
proving the wickedness and folly of divorce, 
while a policeman suppresses the arguments 
on the other sid». I find it hard to think 
that Father Brown really approves of a 
clergyman being muzzled if he wants to 
warn his flock of the evils of divorce. 
One thing more. The suppression of 
argument on any opinion is a tacit admission 
that argument condemns the censor’s opinion. 
This seems to me a very foolish attitude to 
take about divorce. A clergyman who says 
anything in favour of the right of free speech 
on delicate subjects lays himself open to an 
easy retort; but there have been some people 
who have attacked the Church of Rome itself 
on this score. Thomas Fuller once said of 
the Canonists that their notions of attaining 
a superhuman purity were based on the 
minute criticism of every obscenity. Thomas 
de Quincey in his essay on ‘“* Casuistry”’ 
brought the same charge against the confes- 
sional and the casuists of the Church of 
Rome. It is the easiest of all things to 
throw dirt of that kind, evading the demand 
for proof by representing the details as too 
evil to publish. 
The melancholy thing about this censor- 
ship propaganda is the kind of intelligence it 
betrays. In a recent number of the Spectator 
a correspondent said that the interests of 
th:. one-tenth in Treland who read books 
must give way to those of the nine-tenths 
who never open a book. Putting on a 
censorship of books for the benefit of those 
who never open a book is like passing an 
Act forbidding the sale of wood-alcohol and 
“Red Biddy” in Ulster, for the special 
benefit of teetotallers like myself. It is not 
fair to comnare Father Brown and Professor 
Trench with persons like the Spectator’s 
correspondent; but why are they found in

Sit James Craig, while supporting the 
principles of the bill, objected to a Board 
of Censors.

” Mr. FitzGERALD KENNEY, Minister for 
Justice, in moving the second reading of the 
Censorship of Publications Bill, said that if 
had been made the subject matter of much 
newspaper discussion.

DECISION.

The 
Act of 1889 prohibited the placing up in any 
public place of a certain class of advertise- 
ment, and, as they would see, the bill added 
certain other classes of advertisements. 
The section did not deal with venereal dis- 
ease. The 1918 Act enables public bodies, if 
they so desired, to put up advertisements or 
notices in the streets, with the sanction of the

GONE TOO FAR. 
Professor THIRFT (Independent, Dublin 


University) said:—I rose to confirm as 
strongly as I could the statenients made by 
Deputy O'Connell as to the problem with 
which the Committee that was appointed in 
connection with evil literature dealt, and as 
to the manner in which they dealt with that 
problem. Everything that Deputy O'Connell 
said I can confirm strongly. The problem 
was simply evil literature, with its degrading 
effects and resultant spread of sexual im- 
morality. 

In the very able introductory speech made 


“ THE 


clear that, in so far as the first three parts 
of the bill, at any rate, are concerned, th 
problem the bill proposes to deal with 1: 
also the problem of evil literature in so far 
as it concerns sexual immorality, 
NOT A SECTARIAN BILL, 
Now, if these two things had been made 
clear earlier, if they had been realised earlier, 
T do not think we would have had oe 
like the two extremes of criticism to which 
the Minister has drawn attention. I am sure 
we should not have had a thing which I 
sincerely deplore, that is, from various 
quarters the suggestion that this was a 
sectarian bill and that the matter had beep 
dealt with on sectarian lines. 
I state most strongly that in so far as the 
Committee was concerned it did not deal 
with the question in any such way. It dealt 
with the problem of sexual. immorality. It 
was not lead to any of its conclusions or its 
recommendations because of the fact that any 


particular Church or denomination held 
particular views. 
EXAGGERATIONS. 


I do not think that on a question of this 
kind there is any difference between the 
Churches as to the view they take of evil 
literature. I should take it as a slander on 
the Church to which I belong, for instance, 
if it were to be said that it was not just 
as much interested in this question of evil 
literature as any other Church or denomina- 
tion 

I believe all the extreme critics on both 
sides would be almost unanimously united in 
this: that they would wish to exclude evil 
literature which tends to promote sexual 
immorality. I take it as an exaggeration 
that it should be stated on one side, as it 
has been stated, that critics of this bill are 
those who wish to flood the country with that 
kind of literature. I take it as an exaggera- 
tion on the other side also to state, as has 


been stated, that those who are promoting 
this bill wish to curtail the rights and 
liberties in all directions of readers and 
writers. 


FREEDOM OF TRUTH. 

Speaking as the representative of a Univer 
sity standing for freedom of thought and 
liberty. not licence—liberty and freedom of 
expression of the truth as it seems to the 
individual, liberty of expression to an author 
to express his opinion, even though that 
opinion may be contrary to the convictions 
of the majority—I come to say what I have 
with reference to this bill. 

The Minister, as I say, made it quite clear, 
and said that if it was not clear already— 
and I think it is not clear—that that was 
the purpose of the bill, that he was ready 
t» consider amendments making clear that 
the bill has to deal with evil literature in so 
far as it increases sexual immorality. The 
evidence before the Committee, as Deputy 
Law has stated so strongly, was that by far 
and away the greatest evil was being done 
by newspapers. We could not put a figure 
on it; no doubt it would be almost impos- 
sible, I think, to compare the amount of the 
evil, as represented to that Committee, done 
by newspapers with that done by books. 

NAUSEATING NEWSPAPERS. 

We are not, I think, a book-reading people. 
We are very much of a newspaper-reading 
people. The evidence that was brought for- 
ward showed and proved to us a perfectly 
astounding circulation of newspapers that 
almost everyone would agree were harmful— 
newspapers which simply set themselves out 
to describe crime, particularly sexual crime, 
with every kind of disgusting detail; news- 
papers which serve no useful purpose, with- 
out any literary merit, for which nobody 
with an educated mind would care one jot. 

The Committee came to the conclusion 
unanimously that, if such circulation of these 
newspapers could be prevented, by far and 
away the greatest part of the evil done in 
the country would be put an end to. True, 
the Committee did not etop there, but went 
on to point out, with very great care, that 
it was ohly in attempting to deal with the 
remaining small portion ‘of the evil that 
the difficulties really began. 

THE YOUNG IDEA. 

I would ask every deputy to read with care 
the particular section of the report which 
deals with books, because 1 think that section 
expresses very well many of the difficulties 
which arise, and to which attention has been 
drawn in the discussion which has taken 
place. I would draw attention to two or three 
short extracts—I am not sure if they are the 
ones which were quoted by the Minister or 
by some deputy—‘‘The censorship that 
should protect the young from literary 
influences pernicious to the immature is the 
censorship exercised in the home, the school, 
and through the spiritual director.” 
Whatever we may try to do in legislation, 
[ think we ehall all admit that nothing will 
make up for proper instruction at home and 
in the school. Proper culture. proper educa- 
tion—something that will discourage and 
show the folly of this kind of taste—will he 
far more important in doing good in the 
country than any legislation. 
“ But, literature has never been restricted 
in any country to writings that meet the 
standard to be observed in works intended 
only for the youth and the maiden. And, in 
fact, unless all the agencies of moral culture 
are constantly and effectively employed fér 
the maintenance of a healthy public taste 
amongst the young, it is certain that no efíor! 
of the State can prevent the public tas‘ 
from becoming corrupt.’ 
If the powers of the Censorship Committee 
in reference to books were restricted, as the 
Committee that sat on this matter recom- 
mended in their report, I do not think any 
of the critics of the bill would have taken 
up that position. If the statement made hy 
the Minister and the principles he laid dowa 
as to the carrying on of the work by this 
Board cf Censors were made part of the 
bill I think the same words would apply, and 
that they could be made part of the bill. 
But the question at once arises—are they in 
the bill? 
Is there anything in the bill to indicate 
that the Board of Censors is to act on the 
lines which the Minister laid down? I would 
not have any fault to find with the state- 
ment he made as to the manner in which the 
censors ought to act, but is it in the bill? 
I think the Minister made the case that 
want to make when he said at the conclusion 
that. their powers could be abused. 

FINGERPOST WANTED. 
Surely 1t is not beyond our power here 
to do the good we want in this matter 
without in a perfectly unecessary way con- 
ferring powers upon a board which we do not 
expect them ‘to exercise, which we never 
hope they will exercise, and, in fact, which 
we all, I think, hope most strongly they 
will not exercise. Surely it is possible to 
devise some form of words which will make 


it clear that the censors shall have powers 
which we expect them to exercise and not 
other powers 

The Minister. may say.it is for you to 


suggest those words. I do not think so. I! 
think it is for the Minister to suggest them. 


He went very near suggesting them, 
I think, when he gave us his illustra- 
lions as to, the kind of book which 


should be banned by this Board of Censors— 
books that were ex professo immoral. Who 
wants them—books with no literary merit, 
and written for no other purpose but to 
deliberately inculcate immorality? 


REPORT NOT FOLLOWED. 

If we could narrow the powers of the 
censors in reference to books in that way, 
where would this criticism that is being made 
about the powers of the bill be? But it is 
because the bill does not so narrow them, be- 
cause it leaves the powers of the censors of 
such a kind that they might be abused, 
that we have to face this criticism. 

To my mind the bill does not follow the 
report in that particular manner. The report 
clearly contemplates four things—fugitive 
literature. newspapers, and publications of a 
fleeting kind, here to-day and gone to- 
morrow. Books are in quite a distinct and 
different category. 

With Deputy Law, I think that we could 
do nearly all the good we want to do without 
any risk whatever by confining the bill to 
fugitive publications only, and there would be 
no difficulty, no risk and no turmoil of criticism. 
But if we decide to enter on the other | 
think we ought to do it by a bill which 
clearly indicates that fugitive publications are 
to be treated on a different basis from that 
on which books age to be treated.

A Channel Ferry. 


In a letter to The Times Mr. John 
Pilter, president of the British Chamber 
of Commerce in Paris, observes that the 
present means of transport between Great 
Britain and France “are wofully in- 
adequate.’’ Among proposals that have 
been put forward at various times for the 
remedy of this state of affairs are the 
building of a bridge, the partial filling in 
of the Channel, the construction of ms 
tunnel and the establishment of a Channe! 
ferry. The last proposal cbviously is the 
most easily to be realised, and Mr. Pilter 
says that the Chamber strongly favours ‘it. 
Before the war British exports to France 
averaged 2,000 tons a day, and French 
exports to England 600 tons a day. With 
a more convenient, rapid and econoinica! 
means of transport these totals probably 
would doubled. A ferry, therefore, 
would need to be of immense dimensions. 
Mr. Pilter proposes that ferry vessels of 
a length of 600 feet shall be constructed, 
with a net tonnage of 20,700 tons. They 
would berth in specially constructed docks, 
with stockades that would allow trains to 
be run on to several decks. Passenge 
coaches would run straight on to these 
vessels from the quay, effecting the transfer 
on board within ten minutes. Passengers 
would be required to entrain as soon as the 
ferry ship entered port. Within ten 
minutes of mooring connections with the. 
stockade would be completed and the. 
trains would move off. Dover has deeper 
water than any port on the northern 
French coast. To receive the great ferry 
ships the port of Calais or Boulogne would 
require to be deepened. The cost of this 
operation would be about £2,000,000, but

LONDON LETTEK. - 


COMMANDER MACDONALD’S 
VENTURE.

Commander Macdonald, who has set 
himself the task of flying the Atlantic, is 
said to possess no great brilliance as a 
pilot, but his navigating skill, which is 
probably greater than any other airman in 
the country, shéuld be of tremendous value 
in his flight. Commander Macdonald had 
done only eight hours’ solo flying when 
he decided to make an air tour of France, 
Italy, Egypt, Arabia, Palestine and Iraq 
He had a forced landing at a deserted. 
spot near Nollum, and was taken prisoner 
by some wandering Arabs, ultimately 
being rescued by some Italian troops with 
armoured cars. In the war he served in 
submarines and was awarded the D.S.¢. 
This venture of Commander Macdonald 
is more daring than that of Colonel! 
Lindbergh, and, personally, far more 
trying; for Maedonald’s ‘plane has an 
open cockpit, while Lindbergh’s had a 
closed-in fuselage. Colonel Lindbergh's 
engine, too, was twice the size of that of 
Commander Macdonald.

Both 
bills are much needed, and both have been 
long promised ; but the rating policy which 
has become the main feature of the 
(;overnment’s legislative scheme has 
effectually ousted these useful measures. 
It is unfortunate that they should be 
further delayed; but, whatever may be 
the result of the general election, the 
matters with which they deal will have to 
he. taken up at an early date by the new 
Parliament.

Reparations. 


At the Treasury to-day Mr. Churchill,

Traffic Noises. 


The conference called by the Home 
Secretary and the Minister of Transport to 
discuss regulations with a view to 
diminishing traffic noises is to meet at the 
The 
conference is to be thoroughly representa- 
tive of public authorities. The police, 
motoring assuciations, and other institu- 
tions are sending delegates. The sugges- 
tion by Colonel Ashley, that the use ot 
bulb horns in urban areas should be 
made compulsory, met with a storm otf 
opposition on the part of motorists to-day, 
and it is pointed out that the bulb horn 
is a thing of the past. At the Motor 
Show it appears on only one or two mode! 
cars, and generally it has been replaced 
by the electric horn, which has a variety 
of notes. It is claimed tbat electric horns 
can be used so that they are not more 
irritating or noisy than the old-fashioned 
bulb type. An official of the Royal Auto- 
mobile Club said to-day that what undue 
noise is created by the too frequent use of 
motor horns is to a large extent «due to 
the police and magistrates encouraging, 
und even insisting on tit. Actually in 
town driving, except for an occasional 
warning to a pedestrian or horse driver, 
there is verv little need for sounding the 
horn at all. If motorists are asked to 
help to reduce noise, they will, but it is a 
very well be left to the 
vood sense of the motorist himself.

The debate on the second reading of the 
fensorship of Publications Bill in the 
Dail yesterday was a very tame affair, 
jndeed, and those who came in expectation 
of bearing lively exchanges must have 
gone away disappointed. 

When the Minister for Justice rose to 
make his explanatory statement, which 
ecupied the best part of an hour, almost 
every seat in the public gallery was filled ; 
when he sat down there were no more than 
filty visitors present, | 

“4 book can only be condemned,” ke 
declared, “ when its whole tenor is bad; 
when it is systematically indecent.’ 
“Vanity Fair” would not be condemned 
because one of the novel’s chief characters 
vas Becky Sharp, nor would Shakespeare's 
“Othello” be excluded because of Iago’s 
indecent expressions. A book must be 
fundamentally and designedly immoral 
before it could be condemned. “ And,”’

As to the newspapers, the Board will 
ban all that are likely to demoralise or 
deprave their readers. The Minister in- 
dicated, however, that an occasional lapse 
will not incur condemnation. He made no 
attempt to argue the case against birth- 
control. He said ‘dogmatically’’ to 
use his own phrase: ' We will not allow 
free discussion of this subject. We have 
made up our minds that it is wrong, and 
that conclusion is for us unalterable.’’ He 
added that the success or failure of the

OPPOSITION’S SUPPORT. 

Mr. Ruttledge, in the absence of Mr.

PENSION OF £5,000. 

As an ex-Lord Chancellor Lord Birken- 
head is entitled to a pension of £5,000 a 
vear on ceasing to hold an office of profit 
under the Crown. This is the only 
pension of the kind payable to ex- 
Ministers, although the Lord Chancellor, 
while in office, receives £10,000 a year, 
twice as much as the Prime Minister, who 
receives £5,000. 

The established practice for a good 
many years has been for ex-Chancellors 
to regard the pension—in the words of 
Lord Oxford—as “ imposing an honour- 
able obligation on the pensioner to sit and 
continue to do judicial business.” 

When Lord Buckmaster, an ex-Chan- 
cellor, went into business and, therefore, 
ceased to serve as a Lord of Appeal m 
the judicial work of the House of Lords, 
he relinquished the pension. He has now 
resigned his city connections. 

According to the statements of his 
friends, Lord Birkenhead intends to claim 
the ex-Chancellor’s pension of £5,000 a 
year. As he is taking up a business 
career it is assumed that his services will 
not be available for judicial work in the 
House of Lords If the pension is 
claimed in such circumstances there is 
likely to be much controversy about what, 
in some quarters, will be held to be a 
departure from the modern practice.

The follwoing correspondence has passed.

VATICAN. 


MARCH THROUGH ROME 
UNIFORM. 
From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
ROME, Thursday. 

For. the first time in history, Rome 
to-dav saw a uniformed body of foreign 
police marching through its streets, It 
was composed of the two hundred and 
fifty Irish Civic Guards on pilgrimage 
from the Irish Free State. The Guards 
were recéived in special audience by His 
Holiness the Pope, at which the Pontiff 
gave holy blessings to the Irish Free State 
Government, its people and police. 

Forming in fours, with their com- 
mander. General O’Duffy, at their head, 
they marched smartly up the piazza lead- 
ing to St. Peter’s. For the first time the 
flag of the Irish Free State was carried, 
with official sanction, through the Court- 
yard of the Vatican into the Throne Room 
and unfurled before the Pope. 

Entering St. Peter’s, the great church 
which is the centre of Christendom, the 
Civic Guards assembled around the tomb 
of St. Peter. Prayers were said, and then 
the Guards sang a hymn, “ Faith of Our 
Fathers," and “ A Song to the Pope.”’ 

From the church the party then 
marched to the’ Consistory Hall of the 
Vatican. Here the Pope received them 
at one o’clock. The Guards formed up in 
two lines, through which His Holiness 
passed. On one side of the Throne was 
the flag of the Irish Free State and on 
the other the colours of the Civic Guard. 
His Holiness extended his ring to each 
of the Guards, who, in turn, kissed it. 

The’ Holy Father then retired to the 
Golden Throne, where General O’ Duffy 
presented him with an address in the 
Irish Janguage on behalf of the Civic 
Guard. General O’Duffy also handed to 
His Holiness a casket containing a signed 
tablet and a large money offering, with 
which to provide special Mass to he said 
for relatives. 

His Holiness then addressed the Guards

for twenty-five. minutes. The Pontiff 
spoke in. Latin, and the address. was 
translated into English. His Holiness 


said that he was glad to see the repre- 
sentatives of the Catholic nation so close 
to the See of St. Peter. He declared -that 
the Irish had always shown great affection 
for Christianity. His Holiness praised 
their faith, piety and‘ religion, and civic 
discipline, declaring that Ireland was the 
most crimeless country in the world. 

Concluding, His Holiness imparted his 
benediction to the Civic Guards, who were 
accompanied by thirty officers and three 


chaplains. The Pope then presented to 
General O’Duffy a box containing a 


memento for each man. 
The Civic Guards will stay in Rome 
until Sunday, when they will leave for 
Paris, spending a few days sightseeing in 
the French capital.

FUTURE 


Although presented to the Minister for 
Finance last March, the report of the 
Free State Inter-Departmental: Committee 
on Irish Racing was released íor publica- 
tion only yesterday. 

Its recommendations, the first two of 
which already have been accepted by the 
Minister—the second received legislative 
effect in the recent Finance Act—may be 
summarised thus :— 

1.—The installation of the totalisator under 
licence granted to the joint Stewards of the 
Tarf Club and of the Irish National Hunt. 
Steeplechase Committee on conditions to be 
prescribed by the Government. 

2.—Removal of the entertainments duty in 
respect of race meetings held with the 
sanction of the Turf Club and Irish National 
Hunt Steeplechase Committee, this relief to 
be granted on the understanding that the 
benefit be passed on to the public by reduc- 
tion in the charges for admission. 

3.—No alteration in the rates of betting 
duty. 

4.—The Government to impress upon the 
Turf Club and the Irish National Hunt 
Steeplechase Committee the necessity for— 

(a) an all-round curtailment in the number 

of days’ racing; 

(b) the placing of a definite limit on the 
number of point-to-point meetings to be 
held under the auspices of any par- 
ticular hunt; - 
stricter control of racing affairs; and 
the appointment of a  Stipendiary 
Steward as a whole-time officer of the 
Turf Club when the funds at the dis- 
posal of the Club permit.

“In addition to creating a market for 
thoroughbreds, racing is of considerable 
importance to the breeding industry as a 
means of providing trials by which the 
value of horses for stud purposes is, to a 
great extent, determined. As a general 
rule, the stallions and mares which have 
proved successful at the stud are either 
good winners themselves or are nearly 
related to good performers. Racing as a 
test is indispensable to breeding, values 
being fixed largely on the basis of perform- 
ances. Without racing the bloodstock of 
any country would’ rapidly deteriorate in 
value and cease to attract buyers from 
abroad.”’ 
On an average, there are from 1,200 to 
1,400 horses in training in Ireland. Their 
capital value is estimated at £475,000 and 
the amount spent on their upkeep in the 
form of wages, cost of forage, etc., is about 
£180,000 a year.

A MAIDEN SPEECH 
RECALLED. 


Lornp BiRKENHEAD is 56 years of age. He 
first entered Parliament as Conservative M.P. 
for the Walton Division of Liverpool in 1906. 
af. the age of 33. His maiden speech was a 
political sensation, and he has been pro- 
minent in political affairs ever since. He 
hecame Solicitor-General in the first Coalition 
Government in May, 1915. and, with the. ex- 
ception of the two years’ interval between the 
fall of Mr. Lloyd George’s Coalition in 1922 
and the present Government in 1924, he has 
held Ministerial office ever since. He has 
been Solicitor-General] (May to November, 
1915), Attorney-General ‘November, 1915, to 
Fanuary, 1919), Lord Chancellor (January, 
1919, to October, 1922), and Secretary of State 
for India (November, 1924, to October, 1928).

WHERE CREDIT IS DUE. 


Having. given an account of the per- 
formances by .which Irish horses have 
attained such, high individual merit in 
foreign countries, the report remarks :— 
“The fact that Irish-bred horses when 
sent abroad are often described as English- 
bred has: made it extremely difficult to 


trace the records of Irish horses. This 
misdescription, it may be noted, is a 
factor which wmilitates against Trish 


breeders securing the full advantage from 
winning performances of horses bred or 
exported by them. Racehorse owners

clined to buy bloodstock from Ireland, if 
Irish breeders were given due credit for 
all the successes achieved by their stock."’ 
The name which Irish horses have 
earned on the raceéourse is not merely an 
important. factor in regard to foreign pre- 
ference for Irish hunters and remounts, 
the report comments, it is a factor which 
cannot be left ou tof account in relation 
to the prosperity of the horse-breeding 
industry as a whole, since it has a marked 
effect on the market value of all classes 
of Irish horses. 


RACECOURSE LOSSES. 


ONLY TWO COMPANIES 
MAKE A PROFIT. 


As to the financial position of Irish 
racecourse companies, the Committee 
says :— | 
‘From the statements of accounts furnished 
in respect of the working year 1927, it is 
apparent that practically all of the racecourse 
companies and race committees in Saorstat 
Fireann are at the present moment in a 
precarious financial condition. Not one of the 
racecourse companies has been in a position to 
pay a dividend in respect of last year, and in 
some instances the funds at the disposal of race 
committees, placed to reserve im more pros- 
perous times, have become so depleted that 
the committees have been compelled to 
abandon their meetings or to cease to apply 
for fixtures. In fact, with two exceptions, 
losses were incurred on the year’s working by 
every racecourse company and race committee 
in the country.’ 
As to the value of stakes provided in 
present-day Irish racing, the Committee, 
as a result of its inquiries, found that, 
taking the years 1913 to 1927 as a whole, 
the sum paid by owners in the shape of 
entry fees would amount to about 50 per 
cent. of the total value of the stakes. 
The average stake money provided in 1927 
for every horse competing during the year 
worked out at the figure of £80, of which 
the owners contribute £40. : 


OWNERS’ LOSSES. 

The Committee estimated the average 
cost of keeping a horse in training at 
the present time, including entrance fees, 
transport charges, insurance and jockeys’ 
fees, at, roughly, £250 a year, and, as 
the average value of stake money capable 
of being won amounts only to £80, “it 
follows that the deficit, amounting on the 
average to £170 for each horse in training, 
must be met from other sources if, the 
owner is not to be out of pocket.’ 

The stables in this country, it is pointed 
out, belong mainly .to the category of 
“betting stables’’—stables, that is whose 
main sources of income are made up from 
(1) winning bets; (2) profits on sales of 
horses, and (ó) stakes—and consequently, 
says the report, “it is apparent that the 
receipts looked for from betting trans- 
actions constitute the major source of in- 
come. In either case, the stake money 
forms a relatively small proportion of the 
income which a racehorse-owner would 
“Ag to obtain if he is net to be at a 
oss. ’ 


THE RESULTS. 

This state of affairs has led to the fol- 
lowing results :— 

(a) Abnormal selling off for export of good 
young horses as soon as they have earned a 
winning bracket, leaving only comparatively 
mediocre animals for racing in Ireland, except 
such as might be retaified a the very limited 
number of wealthy owners ; 

(b) A certain amount of manipulation, ¢.¢., 
the placing and running of horses in such a 
manner as to ensure successful hetting trans- 
actions rather than the winning of stake 
money. 

‘“'Phe consequence,”’ says the report, “is 
that, generally speaking, the quality of 
Irish racing is poor and has failed to 


| admission, etc., now prevailing. In turn, 
this state of affairs has reacted adversely 
on practically allof the interests associated 
with racing—on the incomes of race com- 
panies and race committees, in the shape 
of reduced attendances at the meetings; 
on caterers and on bookmakers. Further.

SMALLER ATTENDANCES. 
As to. attendances of the Irish race 


meetings, returns from twenty-one race 
courses show a decline of from 280,000 
attendances in 1925 to 146,000 in 1927. 
Pertaining to the subject of the contro! 
of Irish racing, the report mentions that 
the Stewards of the Turf Club and 
National Hunt Steeplechase Committee 
are not in a position to attend more than 
a small number of race meetings, and 
consequently the supervision rests in large 
measure with local Stewards. 

““We are satisfied from the evidence 
tendered to us that there is considerable 
laxity in the supervision exercised by these 
local Stewards, and that effective control 
is by no means general. This circum- 
stance has given rise to a great dea] of 
public dissatisfaction, and it is im our 
opinion a matter which requires imme- 


diate and careful consideration by the 
governing bodies. A _ solution of this 


problem may possibly be found in the 
appointment of a stipendiary Steward.”’ 


CAUSES OF DECLINE. 
The Committee finds that the main 
causes of the decline of Irish racing to be: 
(1) The general economic depression and 
scarcity of money; (2) the high prices 
charged by racecourse executives for ad- 
mission to race meetings; (3) too many 
fixtures; (4) the mediocre and unattrac-

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SHOTS AT KILLESTER.

A window and the galvanised roof of

it when they are not, whilst at the same 
time the little States are clinging to it 
and sending the best men they can spare 
to represent them at it, it may end in the 
League being dominated at some im- 
portant crisis by the sheer ability of the 
envoy of some hardly perceptible South 
American Republic and the big Powers 
being reduced to _ insignificance’ by 
the incapacity for international affairs of 
second-rate party careerists who have no 
business to be at Geneva at all. 

The Genevan prestige of England stood 
high in the days when the Labour Govern- 
ment sent Ramsay Macdonald and Arthur 
Henderson to discuss the Protocol. Now, 
with a novice like Mr. Locker Lampson, 
with his absurd instructions, writhing 
helplessly in the grip, not only of first- 
rate officials, who are also in effect 
Ministers, but of representatives of minia- 
ture States that have hardly a gun to 
back them, we who come from England 
thank God for the accidental advent of 
Lord Cushendun, who, though he does 
not pretend to be taken in by pacifist 
platitudes any more than Sir William. 
Joynson Hicks, at all events, looks like 
an elder statesman of weight and ex- 
perience; whilst handsome Mr. Duff 
Cooper cannot get credit for his ability, 
because he still looks like nothing but a 
young bridegroom lost in a delicious 
honeymoon. 

A WORD ON MONSIEUR BRIAND. 

Even if the Cabinets of the big Powers 
are still so shortsighted and narrow- 
minded as to wish to reduce the League 
to insignificance, they will certainly not 
do it by sending half-tried light-weights 
there when the smaller States are sending 
their heaviest champions. Neither, how- 
ever, must they send what are called re- 
presentative persons. M. Briand never 
received a deeper insult than when the 
French Press, imagining that he had 
metely made a vulgar attack on the 
Germans, congratulated him on having 
been the spokesman of French opinion. 
His real achievement is to have held the 
fort. for sane Internationalism for the 
last few years in the teeth of Poincarism. 

eva is not the place for the Man in 
the Street. The street is full of persons 
with parochial minds, Jingo minds, Im- 
perial minds, foreigner-hating , minds, 
senselessly pugnacious minds, and sense- 
lessly terrified minds. A League repre- 
sentative of such people would wreck 
civilisation in ten years if they could by 
any» miracle be induced to combine 
against it. Our salvation in these days 
depends on the small and unrepresenta- 
tive percentage of persons who can see 
further than the end of their noses; and 
of such must the League be if its 
enormous potential values are to be 


realised. 

MORE LEAGUES. 

The League is not, as many of its 
friends fear, in any danger of dissolution. 
Its roots had struck deep before it 
appeared above ground in 1919; and, in 
spite of its apparent impotence in the 
matter of war and peace, all the serious 
statesmen of the big Powers now know 
that they could not do without it. It 
may be said of it, as Voltaire and 
Robespierre said of God, that if there 
were no League, it would be necessary to 
invent one. But it may not always be 
the League, one and indivisible. Already 
there are two Leagues of Nations; one so- 
called at Geneva, and the other called 
the United States of Anerica. 

The Geneva League is not psychologic- 
ally homogeneous, and it has just received 
an alarming shock in consequence. The 
most considerable British statesman at 
Geneva this September was Lord Lytton, 
and he represented, not the British 
Western, but the British Eastern, Empire. 
And he struck a blow which showed how 
very unreal a League of Nations, even one 
which virtually combines two great leagues 
stretching from the Urals to the Rockies, 
may become east of Suez. 

Speaking as the member for India, Lord 
Lytton said that the Geneva League was 
not worth to Imdia what it was costing 
her. Then he ck at the Achilles heel 
of the League. He reminded the Assembly 
that the decision of the League must be 
unanimous, and added bluntly that if its 
proceedings continued to lack all interest 
for India, no more unanimous decisions 
would be forthcoming. And at that he 
left it. 

Now it is clear that if Asia uses the 
League to deadlock Europe and America, 
Europe and America must admit that East 
and West cannot work in double harness, 
and that the East must have a League of 
its own, working with Geneva just as 
America does.This seems likely now that 
Lord Lytton has thrown his bomb, to be 
the first fission, but it may not be the only 
one; for psychological homogeneity is 
strained at Geneva longtitudinally as well 
as lJatitudinally. The Federation of the 
World will come before the Parliament of 
Man, which cannot be realised until man 
is a much less miscellaneous lot than he is 
at. present.

Lord Londonderry, the-new First Commis- 
sioner of Works, an Office thateearries Cabt- 
net rank, is one of Northern Ireland's best 
known leaders.

He (Sir James) 
thought that there would be a difficulty in 
finding such men, and it was very probable 
that the Board would be composed of a set 
of cranks.

A BOARD OF CRANKS? 

He also found objection in the fact that 
these men would not be required to read 
the books, and that was the most astonishinz 
thing he had heard from the Minister. To 
impuse ‘upon these men the reading of 
obscene literature would turn them into 
immoral men, and then what would happen 
to these cranks? (Laughter.) Here were men 
who were going to pronounce judgment upon 
books. without having read them. There was 
to’ be a report as to the books from an 
association of which they knew nothing, and 
in that report, he supposed, would he 
included certain statements that were in the 
books, and they were to decide on the merits 
of. the books on that evidence alone, and 
they were to be allowed to come to a decision 
without hearing any defence.

THE PAPER. 

Professor Larkin began with the quotation 
from Plato: ‘‘ The purpose of education is 
to give to the body and the soul all the 
beauty and all the perfection of which they 
are capable.” Here the pagan pnilosopher 
set up a high ideal, and although neither he 
nor any other before Christ could point out 
what is the beauty of the human soul or in 
what perfection consisted, he gave a religious 
meaning to education. Chnistianity, even 
when it uses the selfsame words, by giving 
a new mterpretation to ‘* perfection,’ 
‘ beauty,’’ and ‘‘ goodness,’’ creates a new 
philosophy of life, and consequently a new 
theory of education. 

In this education there are two constant 
elements—God and Man-—~and they form an 
intimacy which no science, no reasoning can 
sunder. As the nature of man is unchange- 
able and is essentially religious, man cannot 
attain even to earthly happiness save in and 
by religion, and he cannot gain beauty and 
perfection for his soul except in and by 
recognition of the laws of the Supreme Being. 
So last year in the Synod of Maynooth the 
Irish bishops declared :—'' In the adequate 
sense education means the training and 
development of the whole man, and of all 
the powers and capacities, physical, mental 
and moral, natural and supernatural, with 
which God has endowed him, for the purpose 
not merely of fitting him for a career of 
usefulness and honour in this life, but also— 
and still more—for the purpose of guiding 
him to attain the high and happy destiny 
designed for. him in the life to come.” 

SECULARISM IN EDUCATION. 

If the salvation of man’s immortal soul be 
understood as the ultimate aim, to lose sight 
of this is to sin against the Light; wilfully to 
set it aside is to incur the wrath of God. 
‘‘ Secularism in education ” means the denial 
of a rightful place to God in the work of 
education. It is a doctrine of man, which 
assumes various forms, the most. insidious 
being that which seeks to divide education 
into two distinct parts, forsooth—the religious 
and the profane. This can be shown to take 
its inspiration from a godless code of ethics, 
and it makes for the disruption of civil as 
well as religious authority. Towards this 
perversion the attitude of the Catholic Church 
has been clearly defined, and it has remained 
essentially the same since the days of Julian 
the Apostate. Having at this early stage 
taken up one definite attitude, and having 
given her commission to parents and pre- 
ceptors, she has not yielded one inch to those 
who would dispute her right. 

The most important question, the lecturer 
continued, is: who has the right to educate’ 
Three agents may claim this right: the 
Church, the State, the parents. If the merely 
natural order be considered, the right lies 
with the parents alone, and on them a most 
serious duty devolves to provide for thei: 
children’s education at home and in school, 
but chiefly at home; for here the foundation 
is laid and the influence is most potent in 
moulding character. The school exists for 
the home and is the adjunct to the home. 
If parents neglect these duties, the State may 
intervene for the common good and make 
parents deal justly with their offspring; but 
if the parent is able and willing to discharge 
his obligation, the State may not assume the 
education of his children. The family, its 
ends and its rights are anterior to the State, 
and the primary end of the State is not to 
abolish these rights, but to protect them. 
This parental natmal duty is supplemented 
by the Church's supernatural duty, ordained 
by Christ, to teach the truths of the Christian 
religion. These two combine and conduce to 
perfect harmony between the Church and the 
faithful. In the name of the Church to which 
they rosg; parents also teach religion, and, 
if therein they fail, the Church may employ 
suitable penalties, and even, if the occasion 
warrants it, teach the child against the 
parents’ will. This comes from her imme- 
diate jurisdiction over all her members, while 
the State has only an indirect jurisdiction, 
exercised through the head of the family. - 

THE STATE AND THE SCHOOL. 

The relation between the State and the 
school next presents itself, in other words, 
the relation in the matter. Education between 
the civil authority and the family, as the 
school is only an extension of the family. 
As the school is needed only because the 
family cannot secure this domestic good, the 
right to provide it is rather a family than a 
State affair, and falls upon the village or 
town or parish rather than upon the State. 
To preserve the intimate bond between the 
school and the family it is desirable, even 
in a Catholic State, that the funds for the 
echool should come from the private rather 
than the public purse. To deprive parents of 
their choice of schools or to force them to 
send their children to a public school is to 
invade their parental right. 

In education “the secular’’ cannot be 
divorced from “ the moral and religious.’’ By 
virtue of his position the teacher must always 
wield much influence over his pupils’ minds. 
Furthermore, monopoly in education violates 
the liberty of the individual, who, in the 
natural order, has a right to communicate his 
thoughts to others and to learn from others, 
as long as he does not disseminate open error 
and destructive doctrine. It is plainly con- 
trary to the public good for the State to 
exclude private activity in teaching. Such 
activity in the spread of learning has always 
been found associated with the advancement 
of science and culture. Learning has always 
suffered in range and vigour under a State 
monopoly, which is, therefore, condemned, 
even by utilitarian philosophers like Mill and 
Bentham. However, while the State may not 
interfere with the parents’ choice, it may 
for the public good examine the proficiency 
of his children, Compulsory attendance at 
school is a different matter. Here Church 
authorities are to be found supporting 4 
vigorous application of such rules. “The 
State, however, cannot make education com- 
pulsory in its own right.” 


IN THE FREE STATE. 

“There is not to be found in Europe to: 
day,” he said, “a State in which the pro- 
gress of education is less hampered than ours 
is by conflict between the ecclesiastical and 
the civil authority. Not in very recent 
yeurs, at any rate, certainly not since the 
Dominion was established, has the — of 
the Church being challenged. It is hardly 
necessary to trace the causes which have led 
to this most sublime peace. ' 

Then, passing to the position in Northern 
Ireland, he said:—‘‘It is true that the 
Catholic people of North-Eastern Ireland do 
not seem to enjoy the same tranquillity as 
their co-religionists of the rest of the country, 
but it is searcely credible that the good 
lesson taught here will not have a salutary 
effect upon those who rule and control. in 
the six counties, Without perfect freedom 
in the matter of education interna] peace will 
be absent." 

SECONDARY EDUCATION, 

In the domain of secondary education, he 
ubserved, there wes complete freedom in 
every respect, but yet there was uo free 
education. ‘There was a scarcity of endow- 
ment, such as enhanced in former times the 
work of the great religious orders. ‘‘It is 
true that there are some Catholic educational 
institutions in our midst, whose doors are 
open to none except sons or daughters of the 
opulent, or to students of exceptonal ability 
—-never to the children of the needy.’’ How- 
ever, it was the spirit of a Catholic nation, 
as it had been for many centuries, “ to pro- 
vide free education (secondary not leas than 
primary) to pupils of every rank.” To this 
practice they must revert; they must pro- 
dace a generation which will demand it, 

VOTE OF THANKS.

Linen Industry's Hope : Princess Mary's Orders 
Government and the Unemployed : Special

FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


BELFAST, Thursday. 
HE visit of Princess Mary to Belfast 
has had an important sequel in rela- 

tion to the linen industry. Her Royal 
Highness has placed extensive orders with 
local firms for linen goods of exactly the 
same pattern as those that she received 
from the women of Ulster upon the occa- 
sion of her marriage, and has further inti- 
mated that she intends to make use of the 


coloured linens presented to her in 
decorating her diningroom at Chesterfield 
House. he Princess has inherited from 


the Queen her interest and genius in 
household management, and in thus 
reviving the fashion for linen products in 
daily use she has done much to assist the 
industry. When Royalty leads, hosts of 
others follow, and it is quite probable 
that there will be a substantial increase 
in the volume of sales in the near future. 

By her graceful act the Princess has 
drawn world-wide attention to the beauty 
of Irish linen, and accomplished more in 
the way of favourable publicity than 
would be possible through many weary 
months of ordinary commercial advertis- 
ing. It is well known that the Prince 
of Wales sets the mode in dress for the 
wealthy youth of America, and romantic 
stories have been written round that 
circumstance ; so it is not unreasonable to 
think that their sisters will take pleasure 
in following the example of such an 
exalted leader of society as the Princess 
Mary. The King also has shown his 
appreciation of our Irish linen by decid- 
ing to record in a book all the details of 
the gifts received by the Princess, a copy 
of which is to be placed in the British 
Museum and another in the Royal 
archives. Such a signal compliment to 
Northern Ireland is certain to give plea- 
sure to the people of the province, both 
from its sentimental and material aspects. 


HELP FOR UNEMPLOYED. 


The unemployment problem has puzzled 
all our leading statesmen for many years, 
and efforts have been made to solve it in 
various directions without much success. 
In Northern Ireland it is still acute, not- 
withstanding the improvement in the 
shipbuilding industry, and the Govern- 
ment has found it necessary to make 
special provision for able-bc’ied men who 
are unable to find work. A bill for that 
purpose was placed before the House of 
Commons yesterday, the idea being to 
modify the method of procedure in afford- 
ing relief to the destitute. The proposed 
measure shows the kindly concern of the 
Minister of Home "Affairs for those in 
distress through no fault of their own, 
and the Belfast Board of Guardians was 
rebuked for its suggestion that able- 
bodied persons seeking relief should enter 
the workhouse. 

On this point Sir Dawson Bates was 
emphatic. ‘‘ The Northern Government,”’ 
he said, “ ig not prepared to admit the 
principle of requiring the respectable 
head of a family to break up his home 
and remove himself, his wife and his 
children into the workhouse.”’ In this 
decision Sir Dawson has displayed both 
humanity and wisdom ; for the stability of 
a State rests upon the home, and broken 
households are not easily restored. More- 
over, such legislation is only provisional 
to tide over a period of depression until 
more prosperous times. In this matter 
the Minister has correctly interpreted the 
feeling of the entire community, with few 
exceptions. A Socialist member con- 
tended that the Government proposals 
would be repugnant to the Guardians, and 
suggested that the introduction of the 
measure was merely an _ electioneering 
dodge; but, even if that were true, it 
should. be welcomed as tending to assist 
a deserving class. 


INDUSTRIAL SALVATION. 


At this time it is interesting to note 
that Captain Herbert Dixon, the Chiet 
Government Whip, seems to see industrial 
salvation coming from a quite unexpected 
quarter. Speaking at a Unionist meeting 
a couple of days ago, he expressed the 
opinion that the net result of the de- 
rating scheme for the relief of agriculture 
and industry would be that unemployment 
will virtually disappear. If that be so, 
the sooner it is here the better. It is very 
problematical, however, if the effects of the 
imperial scheme wil] so far-reaching 
as the gallant captain suggests, The 
farmers are in a desperate plight according 
to the reports which regularly come to 
hand, many of them, it is stated, being 
on the verge of bankruptcy, and their 
hopes are more concerned at present with 
avoiding a financial precipice than in ex- 
tending their operations. 

It is much the same in commerce and 
industry. Work and orders do not 
spring into existence at the mere waving 
of a magician’s wand, and, although the 
lightening of an intolerable burden of 
rates may encourage enterprise and effect 
some improvement, it will not provide 
work for the forty or fifty thousand people 
who are vainly searching for something 
to do to keep the wolf from the door. The 


law of supply and demand is still in force, | 


and it is resistless in spite of man-made 
laws. Captain Dixon referred to the 
statement, made by Lord Craigavon, that 


he would not happily lay down the reins | 


of office as Premier until the unemploy- 
ment problem has been solved, and said 
that when all the plans of the Prime 
Minister had come to fruition the great 
difficulty would have been overcome. That 
day is stil] far distant, but the women’s 
meeting that Captain Dixon was address- 
ing applauded his sentiments in the hope 
that all will soon be well.

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THE B LE. 


As foreshadowed in this column earlier 
in the week, the Temperance Party has 
issued its considered reply to the state- 
ment recently made by Mr. H. M. Pollock, 
the Northern Minister of Finance, in 
which it was pointed out that the '“ raging 
and tearing’’ campaign in favour of local 
option. was merely a hopeless agitation. 
Mr. Pollock is again attacked for his atti- 
tude; and his assertion that the Govern- 
ment and Parliament of Ulster have done 
more for the cause of temperance during 
their short term of office than all the 
platform and pulpit orators have occoim- 
plished during the past fifty years, is 
aban. 5 resented. Naturally; yet the 

‘inance Minister’s contention is borne out 
by the history of the temperance move- 
ment in the North, and it is admitted by 
most people who are not influenced by 
fanatical opinions one way or another. 

The meaning of the temperance mani- 
festo is that there will be no withdrawal 
in the demand for further restrictive legis- 
lation, to be followed by prohibition, and 
an interesting position thus arises. The 
Government is equally determined that 
there shall be no local option measure with 
its consent, and, in these circumstances, it 
would appear that we are to have an 
illustration of an _ irresistible body 
coming into collision with an immovable 
object unless something happens to divert 
the course of the ‘‘ tearing and raging ” 
missile. In any case, fireworks may be 
expected ; for the gage of battle has been 
thrown down and accepted. 


SUICIDE OR MURDER? 


Dealing with the menace to the stability 
of the Northern province should the issue 
be fought out at the forthcoming elections, 
the manifesto. goes on to say that such 
losses as may occur to the official Uniomist 
Party—and they may be more than the 
seven seats required to turn out the 
Government—will be the result of political 
suicide, men persisting in putting their 
own selfish prejudices in place of their 
country’s, and even their party's, good. 
That argument might very fittingly — be 
applied to the persons who advance it, and 
there are many people, even temperance 


reformers, who will look upon the 
downfall of Lord Craigavon and his 
Cabinet, should such a disaster to 
Unionism occur, as political murder 
rather than suicide. 


The Nationalists are already rejoiing 
in the coming struggle, and it is pointed 
out that, even should the local optionists 
win at the polls, they would be unable to 
realise their ambition, as the Nationalists 
in full strength, the Anti-Prohibitionists 
and Independents would combine against 
them, and it might easily enough happen 
‘that the reforms already in force would 
be taken away. The local optionists are 
of opinion that any seats lost by the 
Government would be captured by them, 
but they give no reason for such a 
transfer, and it is more likely that a 
candidate hostile to both the warring 

arties would slip in between them. 

fhile they were fighting for the shadow, 

the substance would be annexed by the 
outsider. Efforts are being made by 
prominent Presbyterian clergymen, who 
recognise the value of Lord Craigavon’s 
serviee, to heal the breach. but it is 
doubtful if they will succeed. 


A _ PROMISE UNFULFILLED. 


The ex-Service civil servants of 
Northern Ireland are complaining that 
the ‘‘step-by-step’’ policy of the 


Northern Government with imperial lecis- 
lation is not being followed, so far as they 
concerned... Their grievances were 


are 
discussed at a meeting in Belfast this 
week. They contend that they are 
entitled to the same security of tenure as 
their colleagues under the Imperial 
Government through absorption into 


a permanent class. Mr. J. Allan, a vice- 
president of the Association of Ex-Service 
Civil Servants, pointed out that only two 
limited competitions had been held for 
ex-Service men in the North and said that 
the boys and girls of to-day were getting 
a preference denied to those who had 
risked their future in 1914. A permanent 
ua a class was formed under 
the Imperial Government, and over nine 
thousand temporary men have been pro- 


moted to that class. but the Northern 
Government, on the other band. has 


declined to form such a class and offers 
no hope of security or permanency to the 
overwhelming majority of its present 
temporary employés. 

Again, the dismissals of temporary ex- 
Service staffs in Great Britain have been 


cancelled, whereas in Ulster dismissals 
are still. proceeding, although open 


examinations for boys and girls are being 
held. These are the main grievances of 
the men, the result of which, they say, is 
that they have to make room for young 
people without experience. Some time 
ago it was stated by a high political 


authority in Unionist circles that no 
person in Ulster would suffer, or be placed 
in an inferior position. through residence 
in the Six Counties, to that which he would 
occupy if he were in Great Britain, but 
that rosy promise has not been fulfilled: 
The claum of these ex-Service men to some 
kind of security in their jobs seems to be 
reasonable enough, and in following the 
example of the imperial authorities the

you how we stand in the matter of education, 
The Education Act passed by 
the Northern Parliament recognises still the 
voluntary school under the manager. We 
still maintain the schools much as they were 
in the olden days, in which our managers 
control the schools, so that religions insirte- 
tion is imparted, and, on the whole, the 
school is retained as a denominational school. 
We have, indeed, to pay for this by certaiu 
disabilities. Our teachers are paid in such 
schools. Half the cost of heating, lighting 
and cleaning is paid, but for the privilege 
of keeping and retaining the school as a 
voluntary school under the manager, we have 
to pay a very dear price—namely, that 
nothing will be given us for structural repairs. 
If we find it, necessary to build a new school 
we must do it entirely on our own. Other. 
wise the school is as it was under the 
National Board. We may, however, set up 
a committee in such a school, in which our 
manager can elect three, with himself, to 
which the education authority adds a couple, 
making thereby a committee of six, which 
then becomes the management of the school. 
Having done that we are able to participate 
in the grant for structural repairs, and for 
that matter to get the entire cost of erecting 
a new school. Consequently, so far as the 
regulations of the Act are concerned, he have 
not a very great deal to complain of. But 
the Act is one thing, the administration of 
the Act is another, and we are confronted 
by a danger in the North—I am, af any 
rate, in the Diocese of Derry. 

There you have small straggling Catholi 
schools. The Regional Committee, which is 
the local education authority under the Act, 
may warn tne or the manager that these 
schools will be no longer recognised if they 
are structurally defective, and that in their 
place will be set up * provided *’ schools, 
which will erve the needs ol the (Catholic 
and non-Catholic population of the district. 
That means that these District Councillors 
and people of that kind undertake to tell me 
that they will make provision for my Catholic 
children in schools in which religious educa- 
tion is expressly set aside, because these 
‘‘ provided schools’’ ave frankly secular. 
Now, things. have not yet come to such a 
pass that they ave foreing such schools apon

ONLY SMALL BUSINESS. 

The Second October Bloodstock Sales ended 
yesterday morning, when thirty lots changed 
hands at an aggregate of 7,755 guineas. e 
catalogue was a mixed one, embracing brood 
mares and foals, yearlings, horses-in-training, 
and one or two stallions, but quality being 
mainly conspicuous by its absence, the busi- 
ness done was of little account. 

The only four-figure price was 1,750 
guineas, given by Mr. T. Burns for Vicomte 
de Fontarce’s grey mare La Capucine, by 
Tetratema, served by Blandford. The 
Vicomte also sold Sweet Mint, a Spearmint 
mare, mated with the St. Leger winner 
Salmon Trout, to Mr. H. T. Rich for 570 
guineas. 

The success of Trincomalee on Tuesday 
came just at the right time to draw atten- 
tion to the filly’s own sister, a bay foal by 
Tetratema, out of Dinner, sent up by her 
breeder, Mr. Arkwright. Several bidders con- 
tended for her, but Fred Darling would not 
be denied, and secured her at 910 guineas. 
Dinner, the dam of this foal, as well as 
Trincomalee and the City and Suburban 
winner, Dry Toast, was also offered, but did 
not reach the low reserve placed on her. 

Amongst horses-in-training Frank Bullock 
bought Arrival at only 360 guineas, while 
Mr. J. B. Reid had the filly Script at 400 
guineas. ‘The latter’s owner, Lady Ludlow, 
also sold the black filly Waning Day at 510 
guineas to the British Bloodstock Agency. 

The unsold lots included Tiger Hill at 
1,250 guineas, Danish Prince at 1,200 guineas, 
Tully Wood at 490 guineas, and Zahrat at 
290 guineas.

local fishermen, and the Attorney-General, 
representing the general public, deny the 
claim of the plaintiffs, and plead that the 
public have an indefeasible right to fish in 
the portion of the river referred to. 

Mr. Jellett, K.C., Mr. Overend, K.C., Mr. 
Phelps, K.C., Mr. Henry, K.C., and Mr. 
Newett (instructed by Mr. R. H. Reid) ap- 

ared for the plaintiffs; Mr. Lynch, K.C., 
Mr. Meredith, K.C., Mr. MacLoone, K.C., 
Mr. Martin Maguire. K.C., and Mr. McGuckin 
(instructed by Mr. Francis Gallagher) for the 
defendant fishermen; and Mr. Bewley, K.C., 
Mr. Lavery, K.C., and Mr. E. J. Kelly 
(instructed by the Chief State Solicitor) for 
the Attorney-General. — i 

Mr. Bewley, continuing his opening state- 
ment, referred to a wtumber of historical 
documents which were relied on by the 
plaintiffs as establishing their claim. The 
plaintiffs, he said, claimed to be the suc- 
cessors of the monks, and so to be entitled 
to a limited right of fishing. When they 
had analysed all those documents they would 
find that they reduced themselves to one 
document—the Inquisition of Asseroe. Taking 
the terms of the rights of the monks as there 
set out, the first thing that struck one was— 
taking Mr. Jellett’s construction as correct— 
that there was a patent contradiction. One 
of the rights of the monks was “the second 
cast or draft of al] the fishes at the Asseroe 
when they commence to fish.” If the Asseroe 
had been reduced into exclusive possession 
by the Crown or bv U’Donnell, or by anybody 
else, there was no sense in giving the Abbey 
the second draft of all the fishes. That phrase 
must refer to a place where there was a 

ublic right of fishing. His submission was 


‘that what the Abbey had was a free mensal 


custom, probably at a date in the fifteenth 
century and probably in the sixteenth. He 
did not wish to be taken as meaning that it 
had anything of the sort in the first five 
vears of its existence. Evidence would be 
tendered that it was customary that abbeys 
and religious bodies were to a large extent 
suppor by the community or tuath in 
which they had settled down; and one of 
the ways in which they would be supported 
would very probably be by the payment to 
them of a certain proportion or tithe of the 
fish which were caught by the public. At 
a later date, when fishing became more valu- 
able and the population had increased, and 
when foreign trade came into existence it 
mizht very well be that dues or taxes were 
placed not only upon land, but also upon 
fishing, and that the Abbey had the right 
to fish free of tithe. : 

The only way in which the plaintiffs could 
establish their case was by attempting to 
prove that this tidal fishery had been reduced 
into possession by the Crown before the date 
of Magna Charta. That was, on the face of 
it, gs impossible, because, at the date 
of Magna Charta and for many centuries 
Jater Ballvshannon and the County Donegal 
in general were not under English rule. 
Donegal was a foreign county as far as the 
King of England was concerned. 

Mr. Justice Johnston asked what was the 
effect, so far as this question was concerned, 
of English kings having received the sub- 
mission of the High King of Ireland? 

Mr. Bewley replied that that submission 
had no effect at.all, because the sovereignty 
was in the tuath. No serious attempt was 
made to introduce English law into Tir- 
conaill until the year 1585. Mr. Jellett, for 
the plaintiffs, had provided no evidence, for 
the reason, he thought, that there was none 
to be produced, in the Irish Law texts, of 
proprietary rights over such things as 
fisheries. 

Mr. Jellett—I produced grants from Irish 
princes of fishing in the sea in different parts 
of Ireland. 

Mr. Bewley said that he was talking about 
Irish Law texts, not documents couched in 
Norman-French with feudal expressions. 
There was no evidence whatever in the 
Brehon Law texts of proprietary rights over 
fisheries. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that Mr. 
Bewley’s argument was a very far-reaching 
one and would sweep out of existence every 
several fishery in Ireland. 

Mr. Bewley—I will show your lordship that 
that is not so. 


Mr. Justice Johnston—I do not know. 


You said earlier in your argent that the. 


mere submission to the King was not 
sutiicient to attach appropriation to fisheries. 

Mr. Bewley said that the difference between 
the resent case and the other cases was 
that whether or not appropriation by the 
Crown could be proved in the other cases, at 
any rate the presumption could: be drawn 
because it was not. inherently impossible, 
whereas in the present case it was inherently 
impossible. That was why he had been 
laying stress on the County Donegal as 
distinct. say, from Waterford, Limerick and 
other places where a several fishery was pre- 
sumed to have existed. Tirconaill was in a 
very different position. That was the reason 
why a decision in this case would not be so 
far-reaching as to disturb all these other 
cases. It would not have the slightest effect 
in taking away from the presumption rightly 
made in the other cases. 

The further hearing was adjourned until 
next Tuesday.

LAND IN COUNTY MONAGHAN. 
East MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 

In the goods of Michael Marron, late of 
Greaghdrummet, -Carrickmacross, farmer, 
deceased, 

Mr. M. B. Daly (instructed by Messrs. 
Phelan and Co.) applied on behalf of Michael 
Daly, of Main street, Carrickmacross, 
merchant, a creditor of the deceased man, for 
an order for a citation to the next-of-kin to 
accept or refuse letters of administration 
intestate in the goods of the deceased man, 
and for liberty to substitute service of the 
citation on three of the next-of-kin, who 
were stated to be residing in Liverpool, by 
serving Michael Shields, auctioneer, Carrick- 
macross. The deceased, Michael Marron, it 
was stated, died in July, 1924, intestate, a 
widower, leaving eight children surviving. 
He was the registered owner of a small farm 
of land in the Barony of Farney, County 
Monaghan. Some of the family had given 
instructions to Mr. Shields to let the lands, 
and they were let annually. Applicant had 
obtained a decree for £37 14s. Od. and costs 
against the deceased man. 

Counsel mentioned that land was now 
selling very badly in County Monaghan: they 
were getting no prices for farms. 

Mr. Justice Hanna granted the application. 


A ROSCOMMON FARM, 


UNCOMPLETED SALE. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBGON AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 

The plaintiff in the case of Peter Rattigan, 
farmer, of Cullagh, Strokestown, Co. Ros- 
common, against James Regan, farmer, of 
Killukin, Strokestown, appealed from the 
judgment of Mr. Justice Meredith in the 
High Court, dated 7th March last, in favour 

of the defendant. . 

The action had been brought for specific 
performance of an agreement, dated 9th 
October, 1925. for the sale by the plaintiff to 
the defendant of a farm of land at Oak- 
field, Co. Roscommon, containing 67 acres 
2 roods and 18 perches Statute measure, sub- 
ject to an annuity of £29 9s. 6d. payable to 
the Irish Land Commission, for the sum of 
£1.315, and for the payment of £65 15s., 
auctioneer’s commission. ‘The sale was to 
have been completed on the 9th November, 
1925, and £394 10s. was paid by the de- 
fendant in respect of the sale. 

The defence was that the defendant’s re- 
quisitions on title had not been dischar 
by the plaintiff, the defendant alleging that 
the title to the lands agreed to be sold was not 
such as he was bound to accept, by reason 
of the fact that by a voluntary deed of 
transfer, dated 28th December, 1923, Joseph 
Rattigan (plaintiff's brother), while of weak 
mind and incapable of managing his affairs, 
purported to sell the lands to the plaintiff, 
the transfer containing a certificate that the 
said lands did not exceed £500 in value. . 

On the 10th March, 1924, the plaintiff, it 
was stated, was registered under the volun- 
tary deed as owner of the lands in fee-simple, 
subject to equities. It was also stated that 
Joseph Rattigan became istered owner of 


‘the lands in fee-simple on the 17th July, 


1919, subject to equities and the land pur- 
chase annuity mentioned, having purch 

them for £700; and that prior to the execu- 
tion of the deed, dated 28th December, 1925, 


‘property of 


the trial was unsatisfactory. 

In his judgment, Mr. Justice Meredith, dis- 
missing the action with costs, stated that he 
considered that the purchaser was quite en- 
titled to put in a requisition, as he did, re: 
quiring that a committee should be appointed 
to Joseph under the circumstances, and that 
the committee should join in the sale. He 
was not deciding, he said, whether at the 
time of the conveyance Joseph was of un- 
sound mind, nor, if he was, whether or not 
Peter knew of it. He would allow the de- 
fendant to amend his counter-claim, asking 
for the return of the deposit, in order to en- 
able him to ask for leave to rescind, and 
would allow him the return of the deposit 
and to rescind.

BLACKMAIL CHARGE. 


MISS X IN THE WITNESS-BOX. 
(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) 

Patrick Walsh, a young: married man, 

leaded “ not guilty’ to having on July 12 

ast demanded money by menaces, or by 


1 force, from Miss X, and to having, four 


days later, uttered a letter demanding money 
by similar means. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C. (instructed by the 
Chief State Solicitor) prosecuted. 

Mr. John Maguire (instructed by Messrs. 
McHenry and Maguire) defended. 

Outlining the case. Mr. Carrigan said that 
if the jury believed the evidence for the 
prosecution, they would have no hesitation in 
gladly convicting the prisoner. ‘‘ This,” he 
Added, ‘is as foul a crime as any with 
which the Courts are conversant.’” It was 
alleged that the prisoner belonged to a class 
of people who traded in blackmail. It 
would appear that he watched people’s move- 
ments at night, and—when he got an vp- 
portunity—dogged young womer. through the 
streets threatening to expose their conduct. 
In that case, however, they would be sacis- 
fied that the conduct of the young woman 
had been entirely correct, proper and respect- 
able; but yet, finding herself in the coils 
of the accused man, she gave him money—all 
she had—to get rid of him. Regaining her 
liberty she visited her young man friend and 
made a complaint to him. Their joint action 
set the police in motion, with the result that 
the prisoner tumbled into his own trap. 

miss X. GIVES EVIDENCE. 

Miss X stated that on the evening of July 
12 she was walking with a teacher on the 
Cabra road, and left for home at 10.50. 
When she reached the door she saw a man, 
whom she afterwards recognised as the pri- 
soner. He asked if she lived there, and she 
asked him what he wanted to know that for, 
and he replied : ‘‘ I was watching your con- 
duct to-night.”” She told him that he was 
making a mistake, and he replied: “I am 


‘not; I was watching you the whole night.’’ 


He also said that he was a railway police- 
man, and that he was going to report her 
for her conduct. He then said that he would 
give her two chances—to give him money or 
to carry on with him. She said that she 
had no money only 2s., and being frightened 
she gave it to him. She was afraid to gu 
home and went for her man friend who 
escorted her there. The prisoner had then 
disappeared. 

On the following Monday she received a 
communication, which the accused man sub- 
sequently admitted that he had written. It 
was as follows :—‘‘I am the man who fol- 
lowed you home on Thursday night, and you 
were with the man again on Friday night 
at the same game. —[ hear it is Mrs. So 
and So’s husband you keep company. with. 
If you wish to have this kept from Mrs. So 
and So meet me at 7.30 at and I 
shall advise you on the matter.—P. Wallis.”’ 
Witness then went to the police. 

A POSTCARD. 

On the following Wednesday she got a 
postcard signed “ P; Burke,” and asking her 
what she intended doing about Thursday 
night. She showed that to the police, and, 
by arrangement, met the prisoner on the 
North Circular road. She asked him why he 
accused her, and he said, ‘‘I did not accuse 
you.” After some further conversation he 
said that if she liked she could make a 
bargain with him. The detectives then, by 
arrangement, came along. 

Guard Stein stated that on July 18 last he 
and. another officer accompanied Miss X to 
O’Hanlon’s corner, North Circular road, 
where the accused man awaited her. When 
Miss X had been speaking to the accused 
man for a few minutes witness and his col- 
league approached. They were in _ plain 
clothes. On the way to Fitzgibbon street 
Station the accused man said that he had 
written a letter to Miss X, whom he wished 
to advise not to repeat her . ‘‘ misconduct.”’ 
He denied having asked her for money, but 
admitted having got money from her. 

Inspector Beggs gave evidence of the 
arrest. 

ACCUSED MAN’S EVIDENCE. 

Patrick Walsh, ‘the accused man, was 
examined by Mr. Maguire, and said that he 
was in the habit of frequenting the district 
where he was arrested, as he attended a 
gambling school at Cabra, going there nearly 
every night. for the past four years.

CONSIGNMENT OF COAL. 


CASE UNDER WEIGHTS AND 
MEASURES ACT. 


Messrs. Thomas Nicholl and Son, coal 
merchants, Brunswick street, Dublin, were 
summoned at the instance of the Corporation 
for an offence under the Weights and 
‘Measures Act alleged to have been committed 
on September 20 last. 

Mr. J. F. Burke, Assistant Law Agent to 
the Corporation, said that their inspector 
found one of the defendants’ motor lorries 
delivering a quantity of coal to the Dartry 
Dye Works which was short in weight. He 
had the coal weighed, which disclosed that, 
instead of four tons net of coal being in 
the bags, there were only 3 tons 14 cwts. 
2] Ibs. 7 

Inspector Abbott gave evidence corrobo- 
tating this statement. 

Answering Mr. E. H. Burne, solicitor, who 


that he believed a mistake had been made by 
the tare clerk in taking the gross weight 
of lorry No. 9 instead of No. 10, which 
delivered the coal. 

Mr. Burne—And you believe that that was 
a genuine mistake’—Yes. 

Mr. Burke—Was not the coal in bags?’— 
It was; but in such large quantities of coal 
the bags would: not always indicate the 
currect weight. 

A GENUINE MISTAKE. 

Mr. Burne said that the offence was a 
genuine mistake on the part of the weigh 
clerk. Four tons of coal were sent each 
day to the Dartry Dye Works. ‘lhe weights 
of the lorries and carts were taken each 
morning and put down on a sheet. There 
were two motor lorries, Nos. 9 and 10, con- 
veying coal that day. The tare weight of 
No. 9 was ó tons 17 cwts. ó qrs. and 4 lbs., 
and of No. 10 4 tons 2 cwts. 3 qrs. and 4 Ibs,, 
and, instead of putting sixty-four bags of 
coal on No. 10, they were put an 
No. 9, and when the lorry came 
along the weigh clerk, thinking that it was 
No. 10 told the storeman that he had five 
bags too many on it, and they were taken 
off. When No. 10 lorry was loaded soon 
after the clerk found that he had made a 
mistake and informed Mr. Nicholl, who 
received the report the following morning at 
his office. He at once telephoned to the 
dye works and told them what had happened, 
and that he would make up the deficiency 
the following morning. 

THE WEIGH CLERK, 

The Justice said that the weigh clerk 
seemed to do the weighing mechanically. 
He should be more careful in future. 

Mr. Burke said that there was no sugges- 
tion against Mr. Nicholl, who was entirely in 
the hands of his employes. i 

Mr. Nicholl said that his firm had been in 
existence for fifty-four years and no com- 
plaint had been made aguinst it during that 
period. They used the most perfect method 
of weighing that had been evolved to see 
that customers got their -correct weight, 
The moment he had heard of the matter he 
informed the Dartry Dye Works what had 
happened, and they appreciated the mistake 
that had been made. 

Mr. Burke said that there was no sugges- 
tion of fraud as far as Mr. Nicholl was 
concerned. 3 : 

The Justice, dismissing the case under the
